Colonel Avery 
Talks 
About the 
Farmers' Alliance In Oeorela— 
Sliscellaneons Aiews. 


WASHINGTON, June 11.—The senate 
committee on finance to-day reported 
back to the senate the house silver bill 
with important amendments. The pro- 
visions making the certificates to be is- 
sued a legal tender is struck out; also 
the provision making the certificates re- 
deemable in bullion on demand at the 
option of the secretary of the treasury; 
also the section providing that when the 
market price of silver is $1 for 371.5 
grains silver, it shall be lawful to receive 
bullion for certificate coinage, and pur- 
chase of silver bullion shall be sus- 
pended. A new provision was added 
limiting the operation of the proposed 
new law to ten years from the date on 
which it takes eflfect. 


The department of state has been of- 
ficially advised of the issue by the Span- 
ish government of a royal decree, article 
14, of which states that foreigners em- 
migrating to the island of Cuba, as col- 
onists or field workers, may introduce 
into the island, without payment of 
tariff duties, their baggage, implements, 
etc.; also two head of cattle, horses or 
mules and four head of small live stock. 
The sons of each are exempt from mili- 
tary service provided they work four 
years as agricultural laborers. 


Norman E. Smith of Port Angles, 
Washington, is in the city to urge the 
passage of the bill to make Seattle and 
Port Angles sub ports of entry and 
clearance. 


Col. John W. Avery, private secretary 
to Senator Brown, of Georgia, has just 
returned from a long visit to Atlanta.

They will try to elect a governor, cap- 
ture the legislature and elect at least 
three congressmen."

A Oood Turn. 


Editor Sentinel: 


"One good turn deserves another," is 
an old-time saying, and, Mr. Editor, 
that I may, in my gratitude, tell of the 
kindness shown to me, a poor laboring 
man, out of work, and out of money, by 
Mr. J. C. Peltier, candidate for auditor 
of Allen county, I must beg a little 
space in your paper. Three years ago 
my wife died from an overdose of mor- 
phine. Without money and without 
friends, the coroner found m e at the 
miserable home of my wife and little 
eight-year-old daughter.

I have been unfortunate ever 
since and many times I have met 
Mr. Peltier and promised him some 
money, but he says, never mind, I have 
been paid many times, and much more 
than money can ever do; by your little 
daughter meeting me on her way to 
school, and calling out with a laughing 
face and glad voice, "Hello, I know you, 
you are Mr. Peltier, you buried my ma 
for me." Says he, this is pay enough, 
I ask no more. Mr. Editor, I am poor, 
but not ungrateful, and I wanted the 
people to know the kind of man Mr. 
Peltier is, and ask that the poor and the 
working men remember him at the bal- 
lot box, because I know his favors to 
them have been many.

REPORT OF SCHOOL TRUSTEES. 


At a meeting of the board of school trustees of 
the city of ifort Wayne, held on May 6th, 1890, 
the following action was taken: 


Resolved—By the board of school trustees of 
the city of Fort Wayne, Indiana, that tlie com- 
mon council of said city be, and they ai-e, here- 
by requested to order a levy of eight (8) cents on 
each one hundred dollars of taxable property of 
said city for the year 1890, and twenty-five (25) 
cents on each poll, for tuition purposes for the 
public schools of said city, such order to be duly 
made by said city councii and certified and de- 
livered to the board of county commissioners of 
Allen county, Indiana, as the law requires, for 
entry upon the coimty duplicates. 


Y®ur petitioners would respectfully represent 
that the foregoing action has been rendered 
imperatively necessary by the exhausted condi- 
tion of the tuition fund in their control. This 
condition has been brought about largely, as 
they believe, by the unequal rulings against the 
city of Fort Wayne on points connected with Its 
school enumeration, from which every other 
city In the state has been exempted. 
So oppressive have these rulings been upon 
the school interests of this city, that the board 
of school trustees find themselves compelled to 
ask for the foregoing relief, or, much to their 
regret, as well as to their serious injury and 
detriment of the schools, they will be forced to" 
greatly shorten the school year. 


The board this last year largely reduced the 
corps of teachers and has again, lor the coming 
year, reduced it to the-lowest possible number 
consistent witb good Honest work within the 
pnyslcal anility of tne remaining teacUers, and 
tHe legal obligations of tne board to give a good 
sound education to tne cnildren of tms city, and 
still tne fund is inadequate to tne demands 
upon it. 
For several years, and until tne year 1882, tney 
received aid, of tne character now asked for, 
frorn your honorable body, but since the date 
mentioned, with an earnest desire to relieve the 
citizens of this city from tax burdens as much 
as was in their power, the board have not asked 
for this reUef, and do so now only from a press- 
ing sense of its urgent necessity. • 
The amount asked for Is in Itself small, so 
small as to add no „appreciable burden to any 
tax payer, only eighteen cents on a thousand 
dollars valuation, yet in the aggregate it will 
make to the schools the difference between 
fallui-e and success. 
Your petitioners would therefore respectfully 
ask your honorable body for your prompt ac- 
tion, upon this theli- request that, if possible, 
they may obtain the relief necessary, during the 
present June session of the county commission- 
ers and before the Uth day of the month.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON STREETS. 


We, your committee on streets and alleys, re- 
spectfully report: 


1. In relation to the petition of O. Owens and 
others asking for a sidewalk on the west side of 
Walton avenue from Crelghton avenue to Pon- 
tlac ttreet, respectfully recommend that a side- 
walk be built from crelghton avenue to Milan 
street only, as the balance of the walk is noth- 
ing but vacant lots and leads out to the coun- 
try. 


In favor of petition of C. F. Barner and 
others to grade the alley between Montgomery 
and Lewis street from Clay street to Monroe 
and recommend the proper resolution to be 
passed. 
3. In reference to the resolution of Council- 
man Vordermark asking to have Mr. Rau ap- 
pointed as inspector for the cedar block pave- 
ment on East Washington street, between Uan- 
na and Harmer streets, would refer Mr. Vorder- 
mark to section 
of the committee report on 
the last meeting. 
4. We have also appointed Mr. W. Lyne as 
inspector on pavements on West Jefferson 
street, as requested by the civil engineer. 
5. In consideration of the report of L. T. 
Sturgis, secretai-y board of health, complaining 
about stagnant water on Wall street and Col- 
lege street, would say that your committee will 
have the same filled up as soon as possible, as 
Broadway Is going to be graded and payed we 
will have considerable earth to fill up all them 
low places along different streets. 
6. We have a petition from property owners 
on East Wayne street from Hanna to Honover 
street, asking this council to have said street 
graded and oaved with cedar blocks, yom- com- 
mittee has examined said street carefully, also 
the report of the street commissioner concerning 
street ssald.« Yom- committee Is of the opinion 
that it would cost at least $200 to fix up and fiU 
the low places In the street; we therefore rec- 
ommend the prayer of yetltlon, providing the 
finances, this year, of the city will permit of the 
work. 


7. In reference to the report of the city com- 
missioners relating to the vacating of a portion 
of Lafayette street, we report that the com- 
missioners were ordered out by former council, 
and as the present council is not fully advised 
as to the necessity therefore, as claimed by the 
P. Ft, W. & C. railroad company we will make a 
brief statement of the fact. Said company 
made the request on the ground by the location 
of their shops at that point, and the number of 
men employed it was necessary for them to 
have the vacation sought. They offered to fill 
up the ditch and build a sidewalk on the east 
side of said street and grade the roadway. 
Some of the citizens on Lafayette street ob- 
ject to such vacation. The matter is an im- 
portant one to the city itself, to the railroad 
company, which is one of our largest taxpayers, 
if not the largest, as well as the humblest citi- 
zen Interested, we therefore recommend that 
the matter be presented to the council, that 
each councilman can vo,e his own sentiment on 
knowing all tne facts.

I will be a candidate before the demo- 
cratic county convention on the 14th 
day of Jane, for the nomination as one 
of the repr^entatives to the legislature 
from this ccfiiftty. If nominated and 
elected 1 sháll favor and advocate the 
adoption of^the following amendments 
to our state constitution : 


1. That aU state officers (excepting 
the judges of the supreme court) be 
elected for four years and not be eligible 
for a second term. 


2. That all county officers be elected 
for four years and not be eligible for a 
second term. 


When the 
superior court of this 
county was 
established in 1877, the 
salary 
of 
the judge 
was fixed 
at 
$3,000 
a 
year; 
$2,000 is 
paid out of our county treasury and 
$1,000 is paid by the state. 
The whole 
sum ought to be paid by the state, but 
as the court was needed, it was impossi- 
ble to have it established if the salary of 
the judge was all to be paid by the state. 
There are ninety-two countíes in this 
state and thiwe are fifty-five circtíit 
courts. The last legislatute created a 
new circuit in -Kosciusko county (War- 
saw) and that 
county has about 
one-third of the population of Allen 
county. 
The same legislature made 
two new circuits out of the counties of 
Whitley and Noble and of DeKalb and 
Steuben. 
The judges of these::'new 
circuits are paid by the state, 
and as our county has a population of 
more than 75,000 our judges should be 
paid by the state, as it requires two 
courts to do the law business of Allen 
county. 
We are taxed to help pay the 
salaries of all the judges of the circuit 
courts of this state, and in addition 
thereto we are taxed to pay $2,000, each 
year, of the salary of the judge of our 
superior court and about $300 more for 
special judges, making 
$2,300 
that 
Allen county must pay each ¡¡year, 
which in justice and equity ought to be 
paid by the state. 
Since the superior 
court was established in 1877 Allen 
county has paid to the judges and 
special judges of said court nearly $30,- 
000, every cent of which should have 
been paid out of the state treasury. 
And if I am elected a member of the 
legislature I shall favor a bill that will 
relieve Allen county of this unjust 
burden. 


In this connection I will say that 
I am in favor of a revision of the present 
fee and salary law in order that the bur- 
dens of the tax-payer may be lightened. 


As I am a democrat of the "old 
school" I am therefore opposed to pater- 
nal government. Hence I am against 
arbitrary and tyrannical, sumptuary 
laws, and to the unconstitutional and 
un-American statute now known as the 
Bennett law. And if elected to the 
place I now seek, my influence and voice 
in the législature will be in favor of 
the right of all American citizens to 
worship God according to the dictates 
of their own consciences, and in favor of 
the right of the fathers and mothers of 
this statò to send their children to what- 
ever sectariati school they may see fit, and 
to ioMve them taught there t^e Cl«r2nan 
or^any other language, so long as the 
fundamental principies of our country 
are not vioh lod in so dqing, which I be- 
lieve wil • not bé done.

To the Democrats of Allen Countj 


I will be a candidate before the demo 


cratic county convention on the 14U 
day of June, - for the nomination as on 
of the representatives to the legislature 
from this oiJtiftty.

paid out of our county treasury and 
81,000 is paid by the state. 
The whole 


sum ought to be paid by the state, bu 
as the court was needed, it was impossi 
ble to have ifi established if the salary of 
the judge was all to be paid by the state 
There are ninety-two counties in this 
state and tfcero are fifty-five circtfii 
courts. Thtflast legislature created a 
new circuit in •Kosciusko county (War 
saw) 
and 
that 
county has abonl 


one-third of the population of Allen 
county. 
The same legislature made 


two new circuits out of the counties oi 
Whitley and Noble and of DeKalb and 
Steuben. 
The judges of tbesecnew 


circuits 
are 
paid by 
the state, 


and as our county has a population oi 
more than 75,000 our judges should be 
paid by the state, as it requires two 
courts to do the law business of Allen 
county. 
We are taxed to help pay the 


salaries of all tho judges of the circuit 
courts of this state, and in addition 
thereto we are taxed to pay $2,000, each 
year, of the salary of the judge of our 
superior court and about $300 more for 
special judges, making 82,300 that 
Allen county must pay each ^year, 
which in justice and equity ought to be 
paid by the state. 
Since the superior 


court was established in 1877 Allen 
county has paid to the judges and 
special judges of said court nearly $30,- 
000, every cent of which should have 
been paid out of the state treasury. 
And if I am elected a member of the 
legislature I shall favor a bill that will 
relieve Allen county of this unjust 
burden. 


In this connection I will say that 


I am in favor of a revision of the present 
fee and salary law in order that the bur- 
dens of tho tax-payer may be lightened. 


As I am a democrat of the "old 


school" I am therefore opposed to pater- 
nal government. Hence I am against 
arbitrary and tyrannical, sumptuary 
laws, and to the unconstitutional and 
un-American statute now known as the 
Bennett law. And if elected to the 
place I now seek, my in fluence and voice 
in the legislature will be in favor of 
tho right of all American citizens to 
worship God according to the dictates 
of their own consciences, and in favor of 
the right of the fathers and mothers of 
this state to send their children to what- 
ever sectarian school they may see fit.and 
to have them taught there the German 
orjany other language, so long as the 
fundament*! principles of our country 
are not \K» . .vU in so doing, which I be- 
lieve wil' not be done.
